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MANY LIVES LOST. 


A Terrible Gas Explosion in the 
Hill Farm Mine. 


Fifty Miners Believed to Have 
Perished in the Pit. 


Fifteen Men Rescued—Details of the Horror 
-A Pleasure Yacht With All on Board 


Goes Down tothe Bettom of Lake St. 
Clair—Fatal Accident on the Newpert 
News Railroad—A Serious Collision—A 
St. Louisan Fatally Scalded— Young Lady 
Drowned—Casualtics, 


CONNELLSVILLE, Fa., June 16.—Damp gas 
exploded at 1 o’clock this afternoon in the. 
Hill Farm Mine near Dunbar. Of the sixty- 
five men in the pit fifteen have been taken out 
badly injured. The others are supposed to be 
suffocated. 

LATER PARTICULARS. 

A terrible explosion occurred at the Hill 
Farm Mines, near Dunbar, at 10 o’clock thie 
morning. Out of fifty miners working in the 
pit but ten have thus far escaped. It is feared 
that allof the forty men still in the mine 
were either killed outright by the explosion or 
have been suffocated. The excitement is yery 


“high, as it is impossible to render any assist- 


ance up to the present time. The full particu- 
lars and the aetual loss of life cannot be 
given. 

Another dispatch from Connellsville says: 
An explosion of damp gas occurred to-day in 
the Hill Farm Mine at Dunbar. All the men 
were in the pit. Fitteen have been taken out 
badly injured. The other fifty are thought to 
be dead, but a volunteer party are digging 
for them. Nothing more definite can be 
learned. The Hill Farm Mine ie situated two 
mites from Dunbar and is owned by the Dun- 
bar Furnace Co. The mipes have no railrosd 
communication for shipping coal, and the en- 
tire output of the mines is used by the Dunbar 
Furnace Co., which ie composed chiefly of 
Eastern parties, no Pittsburgers being inter- 
ested init. Samuel Dickson of Philadelphia 
is the President. 

A private dispatch to H. S. Frick of this city 
says sixty-five men were in the mine and fit- 
teen were rescued. It is believed that the 
others are dead. 


A Serious Collision,

“THER CKNSUS BLUNDER. 


St. Louis, at least, is plucking the fruit 
ofthe folly of Congress and the Census 
Superintendent in burdening the execu- 
tion of the constitutional provision re- 
quiring the enumeration of the population 
of the country with alot of extraneous 
and unnecessary questions. Whether the 
evil is confined to St. Louis remains to be 
seen. It is hardly possible that this city 
only should suffer, but reports indicate 
that St. Louis is among the worst sufferers 
and that her returns will reach the climax 
of incompleteness and error. This is what 
chiefly concerns St. Louisans and properly 
arouses the deepest indignation and dis- 
gust. 

The entire energy of the census forces 
should have been devoted to obtaining as 
near as possible an instantaneous count 
of the people. Everything else should 
have béen sacrificed to this end, and if 
other information was thought desirable 
it should have been obtained by iteelf 
without interfering with the prompt, ac- 
curate enumeration of the population. 

As a matter of fact, however, the popu- 
lation count has been madea mere inci- 
dent of the census business, and has been 
sacrificed toa foolish attempt to obtain a 
mass of information about the private 
matters of citizens in the interest of so- 
ciological statistics which must be 
stamped as valueless and misleading at 
the outset. The census work has been 
made both ridiculous and offensive. 

The law and instructions have been 
framed so as to invite repulses from the 
people. The work of the enumerators 
has been discounted from the start, 
and they have been overburdened wtb 
labor unpleasant to themselves and to 
the citizens. The pay, while ample 
enough for a mere count, is too small for 
The 
labor of the work is out of all proportion 
to the time aHowed for it under the sys- 
tem of districting diopted. The only 
thing which seems to be assured under 
the census rules is that a large number of 
citizens shall not be counted. 

The result ot it all is that a monstrous 
blunder has been committed, and St. 
Louis has received the full force of it. No 
amount of excuses on the part ofthe dis- 
trict chief or the emunerators can explain 
away the facts narrated in yesterday’s 
‘SunDayY Post-Dispatcn showing con- 
clusively that numbers of St. Louisans 
have not been counted. The only thing 
to do now is to make the best of a bad 
situation. 

The names and addresses of all persons 
missed by the enumerators should be sent 
to the Post-DIspatcn at once. If the cen- 
sus returns cannot be correctedin this 
way the authorities may be convinced that 
the St. Louis census is a failure.

GOING HOME IN GOOD SPIRITS

Crowds at the Union Depot This Morning 
The Closing Exercises Yesterday — The 
Immense Success of the Convention Dem- 
onstrated—The Non-Sectarian Nature of 
the Society and How It Is Maintained.

The delegates to the 
convention have 
turned oat in good 
Strength to very 
Carly morning 
prayer meetings, 
and this morning the 
dismal sheds at the 
Union Depot were 
with bomeward-bound young 
people at an bour when the workman 
with his dinper-pail and  tool-basket 
usually monopolizes the space. Long before 
6 the delegates began to arrive, some in 
couples, but mostly in groups of six or 
twelve. Those who had come in speciai cars 
speedily sought out their respective ears and 
deposited their baggage. As the crowd in- 
creased, so did the number of grips, parcels 
and small boxes, and it was evident 
most of the delegates have taken advantage 
of their brief sojourn in the metropolis 
of the West to procure some of the dainties in 
tollet articles, ciothing and sundries which 
the unrivaled stock in the city gave them the 
chance to secure. A very large sum of money 
has changed hands during the fewdays the 
delegates have been here, and the number of 
packages carried to the depot this morning 
demonstrates the fact. 

By 8 o'clock the depot was uncomfortably 
crowded. An extra force of men was on band 
to get the special trains in position as rap- 
idly as possible, and as the trains were backed 
into line they were spony filled. The exo- 
dus willeontinue ali day, and preparations 
have been made for exceptionally heavy 
travel this evening. 

Yesterday the various ehurches in the city 
had extraordinary congregations for mid- 
summer, the delegates

many of whose regular members are away in 
the country. The services of the day were 
arranged so as not to conflict in any way with 
the regular hours of public worship. in the 
morning at 9 o’clock there was a brief meet- 
ing, whieh was largely attended. Rev. 
Dwight W. Pratt of Colorado opened fwith 
scripture reading and expounding, and was 
followed by Kev. A. A. Burley of Wisconsin 

who prayed for the welfare of the society and 
especially that much good might result from 
the convention. 

Rev. J. M. Hubbert of the First Cumber- 
land Presbyterian Chureb of Nashville,Tenn., 
addressed the delegates on The Young 
Christian's Duty to His Own Chureh.’’ Mr. 
Hubbert was limited, or rather limited him- 
seif, to ten minutes, but in that brief space of 
time he succeeded in saying a great deal. He 
pointed out that the Young People’s Society 
of Christian Endeavor was nota sect or a de- 
nomination; it was a society designed for 
Christians regardless of the church to which 
they or their parents belonged. Speaking on 
this subject he said: 

‘*I know there are pastors who are apprehen- 
sive lest our organization may become a cen- 
trifugal force, denuding the church of its 
power and authority; they think, perhaps, 
that the organization will draw young disci- 
ples away from their allegiance to their own 
church. Is not our motto, ‘For Christ and 
the Church,’ a refutation of this idea? There 
is a wide distinction and a difference between 
denominationalism and sectarianism. The 
Christian Endeavor movement is a friend to 
the one and a foe tothe other. The former is 
a quality essential to the lite of the great 
Christian Church, which, though com- 
posed of many thrifty branches, are all root- 
ed and groundea on the Rock of A es through 
one stately trunk—the Universal Chureb of 
Christ. The enthusiasm of the Christian En- 
deavor movement and denominational Zeal 
and loyalty are altogether compatible in the 
same heart and life,and when men go to 
reasoning from so natural a movement that it 
willimpair Christian loyalty, we appeal to 
facts and ask whetber the Congregationalists 
of New England or the Presbytearians of 
New York and those of other devomina- 
tions connected with the Christian Endeavor 
movement are less true to their obligations 
and vows tothe ehurch on account of their 
enlistmentin the armyof the Christian Kna- 
deavor. Wherever you find an intelligent

A Young Married Couple Whe Cannot Get 
Along Together, but the Court Says 
They Must Try—Judge Valliani’s and 
dadge Fisher Enulings— The Unten 
Depot Bar Must Go—Legal Notes. 


From the number of divortes granted tn the 
Oireult Court recently it would appear that 
a simple application for a decree is all that is 
necessary to obtain a legal separation. The 
laws of divoree are as flexible as any other, 
but occasionally a judge refuses to grant & 
decree when there is sufficient grounds for 
one, but where there is a possibility of the 
breach being repaired. Such was done by 
Judgé Valliant this morning in the case of 
Henry J. Allen against Jesse Allen. They 
were married In July, 1884, in this city. In bis 
petition Mr. Allen alleges that one week after 
marriage his wife ot bride refused to get up in 
the morning and prepare breakfast for him, 
but would allow him to goto work without 
his morning meal, She did not dave to 
cook breakfast before her marriage, 
she said, and she was not going to do 80 after. 
rie sent her to a hospital, he said, and when 
she was almost well she went to Eureka 
Springs. The child became sick, died, and 
was buried, and though teld to come home 
shé refused to do so. Another 
cause for complaint was the mother- 
in-law, whom he claimed lived with 


them and made their lives miserable. She 
filed à cross bill and in replying to bie charges 
said she did not get up to cook her husDand’s 
breakfast at the times mentioned because she 
was sick. He sent her to a public hospital 
and when partially recovered she 
went to Eureka Springs. Her hus- 
band sent for hér, * said, but 
did not send her railroad fare 
and she was unable to return to this city until 
her relatives sent for her. She 88 she 
always treated her hasband with kindness 
and affection but he was not at all kind or 
considerate. Mer mother, she said, did a 
great deal to keep up the household and help 
them along. The case was heard last week 
and this morning Judge Valliant rendered

case I am  ~satisie that there is no 
reason why this young couple should 
not become reconcile an resume 
their marital relations; 80 far asthe evi- 
dence discloses the plantiff has no just cause 
whateverto complain of his wife; she has 
never been unkind to or neglectful of him. 

„„On the other hand he is not sofree from 
blame. Still the evidence does not justify 
granting her a divorce at this 
time on ber cross bill. Under the circum 
stances,bowever, I think it would be just to 
allow the wife to withdraw her croesbdill if 
she sees ft to do so within three days, in 
which event the finding and judgment will be 
for the defendant on the piaintiff’s petition; 
and in the event the crossbill is not with 
drawn, the finding and judgment will be for 
the defendant on the plaintiff’s petition and 
for the plaintiff on the defendant’s crossbill 
and both the petition and cross-bill will be 
dismiasea.’’ 

Mrs. Allen’s attorney, Mr. Henry Watson, 
says he will withdraw the crossbill, but there 
is little hope of the young couple ever coming 
together again.

Great Excitement Over the Murder of Sheriff 
9 Cranmer bya Prisoner. 
BOOL, Mo., June 4.—Sherif! Thomas 
B. Cranmer ot Cooper County, who was hot 
by Wm, E. West, « prisoner confined in the 
jall, Saturday night, died yesterday. The 
shooting occasioned great excitement and at. 
the time of the Sheriff’s death fully 600 citizens 
of the county were around bis residence. The 
deceased Sheriff was well known throughout 
the State, having served two terme in the 
Legislature ana being a prominent Mason. 
After the shooting West was pursued by 
Marshal Taliaferro and a number of citizens 
and captured near the outskirts 
of the town. When the dying 
Sherif! learned of his murderer’s capture 
and dt the howling mob which surrounded 


the jail he reQuested that the people disperse. 
His request Was announced to the crowd and 
bad considerable effect on them, mony de- 
arting from the place. West completely 
roke down after being placed in jail, and 
offered to make a full confession. He said 
that the revolver with which the shooting had 
been done was furnished him by Wess Hens- 
ley of Sedalia on jast Friday night, being 
ushed in through the window of the jail, 
hen Sheriff Cranmer came in to get the 
dishes after the prisoner’s supper, he waited 
until the door was opened, and presented his 
revolver at the Sheriff, saying atthe samé 
time: 1 am going to kill you.’’ Cranmer 
reached for his weapon but paces 
get it out, West had fred. .

A Coroner’s Inquest was held shortly after 
Cranmer’s death. Lon V. Stephens, the State 
‘Treasurer, was selected as foreman of the 
jury. West testified that he was serving a 
six-months’ jail sentence for shooting ata 
brakeman on the Missour! Paine train at Ot- 
terville. He did not intend to kill the Sheriff, 
he said, but after starting to escape and sée- 
ing that Cranmer was prepared for him, he 
resorted to the shooting. be jury found bim 
guilty of willful murder, and also beld Wess 
Hensley, who gave him the revolver, as ac- 
cessory. 

The killing has created intense feeling all 
over the county and it is considered very 
probable that West will be lynched. Mayor 
Franklin Swope has issued a prociamation re- 
questing the citizens out of réspect for the law 
andthe wish of their dead friend to refrain 
from all acts of violence. 

The boy Wess Hensley, who furnished West 
with the revolver, was arrested near Otterville 
atilo’clock yesterday morning. He is about 
20 years old. While be and West were in jail 
at that place, West knowing that he would be 
taken to Boonville, plotted with him to effect 
his — He told him where he bad hidden 
his revolver and gsked him to get it for him. 
Hensley did 80. e claims, however, that be. 
fore giving the revolver to West he took all 
the cartridgés out of It. 

The remains of Cranmer were taken to 
Otterville, Mo., his old home, for interment. 
The moving throngs of people lined the 
streets and almost blockaded the way to the 
depot, which is about two blocks trom the 
Christian Church, where the funeral services 
were heid. At piesenteverything is quiet, 
although something serious may happen to- 
night, as lynching is 90 111 freely 
talked of and many men the 
country are still in town. Abou 
20 lock this morning a party was actually in 
line and started for the jail but were dis- 
suaded from their purpose by the protests of 
the police, who assured them that the jail 
would be defended at all hazards by the men 
locked in it.

PITTSBURG, Pa., June 16.—Charies McUabe, 
alaborer employed by the Pittsburg Steel 
Casting Co., was arrested Saturday in his 
boarding-house.

She, of course, did not go to the place he 
named. She was so worried by his threats 
that she became iil. Other letters came, and 
increased her dietress and that of her family. 
A littieé more than two weeks ago MeCabe 
called at the house inthe afternoon and she 
wont tothe door. As she stepped forward 
McCabe drew from under his coat a sand bag 
and struck the girl a quick strong blow 
— the side of the head. She fell 
unconscious and MoCabe then displayed a 
revolver, threateningto shoot the whole fam- 
ily. Mrs. Alderdice ran screaming and Mo- 
Cabe took to his heels. Hattie’s face was 
scratched and bruised by the blow, and sbe 
did not recover consciousness for nearly two 
hours. Next morning Mrs. Alderdice went to 
the office of Magistrate McKenna and com- 
plained against McOabe for assault and bat- 
tery. He had ieft bis boarding- house and the 
police could not find him. It was learned 
yesterday that he had dyed his moustache and 
changed his clothing, so that the police did 
not recognize him on the street. It was known 
that he was still im the. city, because 
the Jetters begging an nterview and 
threatening death as the alternative con- 
tinued to come.

An Interesting Interview With **Tempkin

SAN Francisco, June 16. — Walter Gifford 
Smith, editor of the San Diego Sun, Governor- 
General of the Organization of Reformed Fil- 
busters, which inetitution intended to take 
possession of Lower California, is in this city 
ata down town hotel.

States and distributing them from there. We 
can sell whatever is raised right here in St. 
Louis and can get very low freights. It is this 
that is turning the attention of Eastern cap- 
italists to the Southwest. Were it not for St. 
Louis we should vay little or no attention to 
Texas. The fact that #0 many rich 

arts of that State have been 80 
ong neglected is traceable directly to inade- 
quate means of communication. ow we can 
bring anything we raise in any part of the 
State to this city at a very small cost and are, 
therefore, anxious to openthe country. The 
projected extension of the Atchison system 
into the Texas fields has turned the eyes of a 
great many Boston investors toward St. Louis. 
The Atchison is a essentially a Boston road, 
and the purchase of the Frisco hag made St. 
Louls the real terminus of that line with 
all ite Interests. This will insure investors, 
many of whom are large stockholders in the 
Atchison, favorable rates and proper facili- 
ties, and there is no doubt that a great deal of 
money will be invested in lands and live 
stock that will be directly tributary to this 
city.’’ =

tage of it. We Easterners are just beginning

MISSOURI CROPS. 


Report ef the State Board ef Agriculture 
for the Past Week. 


The Western crop bulletin compiled by 
the Missouri State Board of Agriculture 
does not give a very encouraging account 
of the condition of the crops in 
various parts of the State. According 
to the report, the rainfall was slightly be- 
low the normal in the southern sections and

In Northeast and Oentral Missofri the con- 
dition of wheat la very bad, while in other 
sections it is net good. The best wheat isin 
the northwest.and the extreme, southeast 
corner. Taking the State as a whole about 73 
per oent of a full crop is promised.

on South Seventh

Messrs. McDonald and Laughlin 
were engaged by Miss Laura Vall, the de- 
fendant’s sister, immediately after the young 
They were at his side when 
the detalis of his motives for the murder of 
his trusting wife came out at the preliminary 
hearing given him inthe St. Charles Oircuit 
Court. When the change of venue was 
taken to the &t. Lonis Criminal Court 
they appeared for the defendant and 
secured for him general continuances. On 
May 27 a further continuance was refused 
them and both withdrew from the case. 
JUDGE NORMILE 

laid the case over until the following day. 
Then he had Vall brought before him and an- 
nounced that on June lo ne must appear and 
furnish the Court with the name or names of 
the attorneys who would represent bim at the 
trial ot his case on July 7. In event that 


he had not by that time secure counsel he 
was warned that the court would appoint him 
representatives. Vail’s announcement to-day 
is in accordance with the mandate of May 27. 

And who, pray tell, are Thomas B. Crews 
and son?’’ was heard on every side from the 
attorneys and court officiais immediately 
after Vail had been taken back to the cage by 
the Deputy Sheriff. 

Thomas B. Crews and Thomas B. Crews, 
Jr., came to st. Louls about two years ago 
from Union, Franklin County, where they bad 
been admitted to the bar. Tey rented office 
room with Marshal McDonald in the Commer- 
cial Buliding, 520 Olive street. Whether their 
business relotians with McDonald were other 
than those of attorneys, who were by fortune 
thrown together, cannot be stat - 
ed. The man had some 
property, Juseph Lodge 
died and Mr. McDonald was engaged in the 
defense of Badger Poole and his fascinating 
wife, it was noticed that the name of Thomas 
B. Crews appeared on the bond on which 
Poole was released from the Hilisboro jail. 
Two months ago the office of the firm of Crews 
& Son was removed to 509 Olive street, where 
the members are now located. 

Neither Thomas B. Crews or Thomas B. 
Crews, Jr., have ever appeard directly in the 
Criminal Court, either : 

AS COUNSEL 

or associate counsel in any action. Proof ot 
this fact isshown by the court enroliment, 
the name of neither father nor son having a 
posse on that record. And then, too, Vail 

imself revealed his intentions when making 
his announcement to Judge Normile this 
morning. We stated that he had engaged 
Thomes B. Crews & Son, ‘‘and hoped to be 
able to obtain additional counsel before his 
case was called for trial.“ There is hara- 
lyadoubt in the mindsof the Four Courts 
officials and criminal attorneys who have 
noted the proceedings In this now famous 
action, but that the ‘*additional counsel’’ 
which Vail says he hopes“ to obtain will 
appear in court on July 7in the persons of 
Marshal F. McDonald and Julian Laughlin.

In the Criminal Court this morning Frank 
Carroll was permitted to plead guilty to the 
charge of assault to do great Dodily Harm. 
Judge Normile sentenced the defendant to 
four months in the Work-house. Carroll was 
indicted for assault to kill. On February 16 
last he cut Joseph Kirkley with a knife.

Susan determined to vust 
her father from his {position as guardian, and 
to this end the Town Oouncil, which acts as 
the glesser Probate Court according to the 
laws of Rhode Island, convened in the 
Town Hall at 1 o’clock on last 
Monday and were engaged in attempting to 
solve the knotty problem until midnight.

Ducharme, the 
national champion hurdler, captured both 
hurdling events. The statement sent 
the Associated Press that 
broken the Western record 
440-yard run is incorrect, 
His time was 521-5s., while the Western rec- 
ord is 5ligs., made by Joseph A. Murphy at 
St. Louis in 1887. Herman Wieneke broke the 
Western record at pole-vaulting Dy clearing 
10 feet Zi inches. Dan Leaby raised the 
Western record for throwine the 56-pound 
weight from 23 feet 42 Inch to 24 feet 34 inches, 
a clean gain of 15 inches. In throwing the 16- 
pound hammer George Riddle of Chicago 
raised the Western record by 10 feet 10 
inches. His throw was 99 feet 5 inches, and 
the previous record was 88 feet 7 inches. 

The M. A. A. C. team returned last night 
and were given a hearty reception as they 
stepped from the train at Union Depot. lt 
was the intention to give the victims a ban- 
quet, but in view of the fact that they will 
have to meet the best men in the Western 
country atthe M. A. A. C. games next Sun- 
day it was thought prudent to postpone the 
banquet until later on.

The Possible Starters and Frobable Winners 
of To-Morrow’s Big Racer. 


The great Suburban Handicap will be run at 
Sheepshead Bay to-morrow, and everything 
now indicates that it the track is in good con- 
ditioa the winner will have to cover the dis 
tance in record time or better. It promises 
to be the greatest Suburban ever run, as 


among the starters will be several horses who 
are the very cream of the American turf and 
nearly allof them now reported to be in the 
pink of condition. Dave lulsifer’s great 4- 
year-old colt Tenny is the popular choice for 
the race. itis no wonder that neshould be, 
for his recent performances show that he has 
improved wonderfully over his 8-yeur-old 
form, and it is hard to believe in view of his 
recent performances that he can be beaten. 
His three straight victories at six furlongs in 
1:15%, a mile in 1:45%, the fastest time thus 
far made in the kast and a mile anda quarter 
in 2:07% with 123 pounds up, also the best time 
for the distance this season, all won with the 
greatest ease, point to the son of Rayon D'or 
asia candidate with the most fattering 
chances of success. He will be ridden by 
Jimmy McLaughlin, who is reported to have 
reduced himself to 126 pounds, at which 
weight he is to ride. This is 
enerally considered; a big advan- 
age, for MeLaugblin has stood for 
— as America’s premier jockey. The fact, 
owever, that he has not satina saddle for 
a year will militate against him, as a jockey 
like an athlete to be at his best requiresfcon- 
stant practice.
